WASHINGTON -(/I1)— Significant 


changes in the president's social se- 
curity plan designed, first, to take 
the onus of charity off unemployment 
insurance, and, second, to save the 
government several hundred millions 
a year, were reported planned Friday 
by administration officials. 


These changes, it was said, would 


be presented to congress next week. 
An accompanying 
effort would be 


made to hurry

state legislatures meeting this winter 
could put through correlative laws. 
Signs of delay in final action have 
appeared in both senate and house. 


President Roosevelt, at his press con- 


ference, stood fast against enlarge- 
ment, of federal contributions to old 
iiHf pensions about 515 a month. Even 
with this figure, government pay- 
ments would reach $585,000,000 a year 
in 1980, and to go above it, hc felt, 
wi uld impose an unbearable cost.

Playing out of the heart aftsr a se- 


i vere infectious disease, as pneumonia, 
. or as an infection of the heart itielf, 


is an easily understandable condition 
However, the circumstances associated 
with sudden stopping of the heart in 
the midst of apparent health arouse 
much more curiosity and interest 


Usually there is a disease of the 


Heart muscle and obstruction of the 
blood flow in the coronary arteries 
which supply the heart with nutrition. 
It may be that these changes have 
taken place gradually over a long 
penod of time, and that it is an ac- 
cumulation of the changes which sud- 
denly brings about death. 


It has been suggested that a sudden 


rfce in the blood pressure, because of 
excitement or some similar 
reason, 


may overwhelm a heart already crip- 
pled by disease. It may also be that 
some sudden spasm of the blood ves- 
sels, associate with nerve stimulation, 
may be responsible for sudden stop- 
ping of the heart. 


There are also cases in which heart 


blocking occurs with failure of the 
Jbeat of the heart to be carried prop- 
erly from one portion to another Of 
late, many sudden deaths have occdr- 
red dde to the sudden blocking of the 
blood vessels of the heart.

However, I al- 
ways seem to have harsh edges and 
blotches when I finish," 


Her problem is one that seems to 


bother a good many women. Perhaps 
they haven't learned the secrets of 
putting on a small amount of rouge 
at a time, of blending each little bit 
before adding another speck and of 
keeping it well up on the cheekbones. 


Remember that you use artificial 


color to make your skin look healthy 
and rosy. You do not put it on to 
change your features. Rouge should 
match the natural blood tones of your 
skin and must be vised sparingly. 


Don't put rouge on the hollow in 


your throat, across your forehead or 
on your chin. Occasionally, for even- 
ing you may want to make the lobes 
of your ears slightly pink, but don't 
try it in the daytime. 


Don't powder before you put on 


cream or liquid rouge. However, when 
you use a dry variety, bo sure to 
powder first. 


Practically the same rules apply to 


shadow. It must be kept right on the 
lids—never allowed to streak outward 
across the checks. Use only a little 
when you start. Add more 
if you 


think you need it. Never powder first.

the bill. This change, it was said, 
had not definitely been agreed upon. 


Congressional 
committee members 


have heard many witnesses testify that 
if unemployment insurance were left 
in the hands of n 
social 
insurance 


board, it would appear lo smack of 
charity. 
They have urged that the 


Treasury administer job insurance ;KS 
it would all other monies In the se- 
curity program. 


Similarly, actuaries have calculated 


that payment of "unearned" annuities 
would cost huge sums. An "unearned" 
annuity is this: 


When the bill becomes effective, a 


man of 45 could begin paying any sum 
he desired, annually, to the old age 
pension fund. 
When he reached 
f>5, 


the money would bo returned lo him 
in, perhaps, 
monthly 
installments. 


But to his donations, the federal gov- 
vnment would add a sum equal to 
what ho would have contributed had 
ie stai'ted making donations when he 
was 21. 


Thus his donations would cover 20 


years of his life and the government's 
contribution 44. 


Difficulties and the enormity of the 


job of administration have been ad- 
vanced as reasons for the third pro- 
jected change.

Constitution, in a time of confusion 
and distress more heart-bi caking than 
oven these times we live In Voday. 


The Articles 6? Confederation, under 


which the states 
loosely orgnniicd 


after the Revolution, were a failure. 
Everybody knew it, 


Power ttlvon taurt 


One of the questions so holly de- 


bated ,in (he convention of 1787 which 
<:et about making a new and bettoY 
constitution, was for a system of fed- 
eral courts, 


Under 
Ihe 
confederation, 
state 


courts had equal power, and, as' Ham* 
Ilion poinled out, "ihere may be as 
many final determination's 
on' Iho 


same poinl as Ihere are courts." 


When our present constitution was 


adopted, after ns hard-fought and yet 
as intelligenlly argued 
a 
political 


campaign as the world has even seen, 
In it was this'clause: "The judicial 
pew.er . . . shall be vested in one Su- 
preme Court, and in such 
inferior 


courts as^ the congress may from time 
lo time ordain and establish." 


It defines certain kinds of cases over 


which federal courts should rule. In 
seme of them, like controversies with 
foreign countries and between states, 
cases were to go directly to the Su- 
preme Court. 


SlrcnglhWas Doubled 


And it. adds: "In all the Other cases 


the Supreme Court shall have 


appellate jurisdiction bplh as lo law 
and tact, with such excep 
lions and 


under such regulations as Ihe congress 
shall make." 


So in' 1789, when. congress passed 


a law establishing a court along Ihe 
lines indicated :by Ihe -new conslilu- 
lion, the country had a Supreme Court. 
Few thought it was going to be very 
important, 


In fact, President Washington had a 


hard time to get good men to serve 
on it. Roberl Hanson Harrison de- 
clined, preferring,the honor of being 
chancellor of Maryland. John Rut- 
ledge resigned after a few months to 
take a stale judicial post. Palrick 
Henry refused to'serve at all. 


Finally the' court was filled, how- 


wilh five associate justices, met in 
ever, and John 'Jay as chief justice, 


the old Royal Exchange Building on 
Broad street In New York (The cap- 
ital had not yet moved to Washington 
—In fafct, there wasn't any Washing- 
ton at yet.) 


At first the court had litllo business, 


and Jay soon resigned to become gov- 
ernor of New York, declining reap- 
pointment later in words 
indicating 


that he felt the Supreme Court would 
always be loo weak lo be important 


Authority AsscY(0(I 


In 1793, however, the courl first as- 


serted the authority of the national 
government in the case of Chisholm 
vs. Georgia. This was a suit by a 
citizen of one slate against the gov- 
ernment of another slate. The U. S. 
Supreme Court ruled in favor of the 
citizen. 


There was an immediate hue and 


cry that the federal governmenl was 
undermining state power, and the 
matter was eagerly taken up in con- 
gress. That body proposed, and the 
stales 
quickly adopted, 
the llth 


amendment forbidding any such suits. 


Thus 
two things 
were 
quickly 


shown: the power of the 
Supreme 


Court, and the power of the people 
by amending the constitution lo over- 
rule any decision Ihe court might 
make. 


However, many men nt that time, 


as now, denied 
that 
the Supreme 


Court could invalidate laws passed by 
congress. Hamilton himself, defend- 
ing the constitution in the debate on 
its adoption, admitted ". . . there is 
not a syllable in the plan, which di- 
rectly empowers the nalional courts 
•to construe the laws according to Ihe 
spiril of Ihe conslitulion 
. , 


Constitution First 


"I admit, however, lhal the con- 


slitulion ought to be Ihe slandard of 
conslruclion for the laws, and that 
wherever Ihere is an evident opposi- 
lion, Ihe laws ought te be the standard 
cf construction for the laws, and that 
wherever there is an evident opposi- 
tion, the laws ought to give place to 
the constitution. 


"But Ihis doclrinc is nol deducible 


from any circumslance peculiar lo Ihe 
plan of the convention; but from the 
general theory of a limited constitu- 
tion . . " 


He means this: If you have as the 


basic law of » country a written con- 
stitution, that is because (h£ people 
wished, in adopting it, to sfet certain 
limit* on their presidents, and 6n their 
congresses. 


It says, for instance, that congress 


shall not pass laws abolishing trial 
by jury, and thai even the president 
can't -have your house searched with- 
ottt a proper warrant. 


Clasli In Viewpoints 


If congress is free at tiny time to 


pass any laws it wishes, then a writ- 
ten constitution is no good. 


As Hamilton, greatest exponent of 


the federalist, nationalist View, put 
it: "Limilaiions of this kind can be 
preserved hi practice no other Way 
1han through the medium of courts Of 
justice, whose dut yil must be to de- 
clare all ads contrary to the manifest 
tenor of the constitution void. With- 
out Ibis, all the reservalions of:'par- 
ticular rights and privileges would 
amount to nothing." 


Opposing this view was the Jeffer- 


sonian 
(Republican-Democrat) • view 


that congress should be ils own judge 
of what is constitutional, and 
that 


any interference by any court was 
tyranny, an imposition on the people, 
and created a "judicial monster." 


Marshall On Sctjne 


So a showdown had lo come very 


soon on the question of whether Ihe 
Supreme Court should or could de- 
clare void and unconstitulional an acl 
of congress. 


And as the future of Ihe courl and 


perhaps of constitutional government 


Jt, 


itself hung in Unbalance, « 
justice was appointed.
